Nikita Khrushchev of his posts as premier 
and party chief. 

Khrushchev bowed cait with uncharac¬ 
teristic silence and without receiving a 
single word of official praise for his 11 
years of power and a lifetime of service 
to the Communist Party. 

The end of Khrushchev’i leadership dt the 
Soviet Union was announced at midnight by Tan, 
the official Soviet newt agency. The acUoo reliev¬ 
ing him of hii duties was taken Wednesday by the 
central committee of the Communist Party while 
he was away at his Black Sea vacatioa retreat.

The Constitution 

VV711AT THEY call the repatriation (tf the Canadian 
constitution, a misleading term since the BNA 
Act was, as it had to be. a statute of the British 
parliament, is now on a fair way to become an actual 
us well as a proce^tural accomplishment. For half a 
century now the constitutional powers of this country 
have been in its own hands—dependent only <mi agree* 
ment between the federal and provincial authorities 
»but formal amendment of the BNA Act has ro* 
quired the assent of Westminster. 

This in the modem era has been merely a mat¬ 
ter of routine but its neceuity will be removed. A 
formula has been unanimously adopted by the 11 gov¬ 
ernments of Canada providing the means of cemstitu- 
tional amendinmt without recourse to London. CMy 
one last act of the British parliament, itself a for¬ 
mality. will be requred to transfer all future amend¬ 
ing powers to Canadian jurisdictioci. 

An anemtaiy will thus be brought to an end, as 
welcome to London as it is' to Ottawa and the pro¬ 
vincial oqMtals. If it has seemed to demean the in¬ 
dependent status of this country to go to Britain to 
alter its own constitution the Weriminiter parliament 
haa been equally irked by having to act only as a 
rubbn'. stamp, pasaitfg amendmmta to a statute of 
its own without question. 

How to resolve this riluatlon haa been a sul^ 
ject of long stamflng, hinging on the comity of fed¬ 
eral and pt^ncial governments )ealoUi of their pow¬ 
ers and fearful of encroachnieiit on their i v sp e cU w 
prerogatives. They have now come to unanimous 
agreeme n t on smeridlng provtsions of die constitutioa. 

The ifxord of federal-provincU a^ty on moot 
subjects Is so parlous it is almost surprising that a 
fonnula has been found to suiteveryeme, and provided 
no second thoughts eventuate, something that not in¬ 
frequently occurs where co-<^ier8tive MeraNsm is 
cofttemed, the legislatures concer n ed may be expected 
to confirm without much ado the agreements ar> 
rived at 

On the face of It the fcMnmula adopted, based 
mainly on the p roposals mooted in 1960 under the 
aegis the former Conservative Justice minister, Mr. 
Davie Fulton, would seem to satisfy the provinces 
and reassure them that their rights and authorities 
are amply safeguarded. Tile means of constitutional 
amendment are spread so that consrat of the prov- 
tneses where these are affected must be secured. No 
unilateral federal power will rest at the (ttsoetloo of 
the national authority, as in certain instance has 
hidierto been the case. It if the prov in ce s in fact 
which bmefit most by the formula a g re e d upon. 

Once put on the statute books of Canad^ wMdi 
need not be k»g in coming as rmtlficatkMi takes (daos 
In all leglslaturct. the constitution will thus remove 
the appearance of outside control and estabUrii prcH 
ceduraily what has sctuslly been a fact—the power 
of Canadian go v er nm ent to make its own co u s Utu - 
tional changes. 

Only me rivalry of competing Jurisdictkxi haa 
hitherto prevented this and now, apparently, It has 
bean reconciled. 

The Challenge 

I F THE PRESENT annua] rate of incream is main¬ 
tained during the next six yean—and at the mo¬ 
ment there is no reason to believe it will not-Can- 
ada’i population will reach the 22.000,000 marie in 
2370. 

By that year It is estimated that the nation’s work 
force win staM at 8,000,000 widefa indicates a rate 
of grov^ in the force in the rml rix yean some 
^ per cent gnater than in the past six years. 

Stattetldans and economlata point out that while 
the whole population will increase by 14 per cent, 
Canadlana In the key age group of 20-24 win tnerease 
by no tem than 40 per cent, and It la this group which 
will bring about a correspmdlog inoreaae In the num¬ 
ber of unlverrity atudents and of mairlagea and of 
home formatloRs. They wUl also eontrlbute subotan- 
tiaOy to the 1,000,000 increase In the national labor 
force. 

Surveying this fuhme situatlaii the B.C Chamber 
of Commerce BiUleCln of October reports that key 
govemment officials are worried, not about Inflation 
nor about ttie adequacy of soda] security, but about 
Camula's abUlty to generate new g rowth, create new 
joba, and gtvt the economy a new thrust In an in¬ 
creasingly competitive trade world. 

The cemoem, the Bulletin notes, centres on Can¬ 
ada's ability to provide worthwhile joba for the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of teen-ageti about to erupt Into 
the work force. 

"The dilldren are in school row,** It says, "but 
by 1970 these products of the post-war bol:^ boom 
will hit ttae labor market in fid] fcMce.'’ 

To meet this need, Canada in the next six years 
win have to create almost as many new jobs as have 
been created In the past eight or nine ^ars. These 
new jobs, the experts feel, will In the main have to be 
provided by Canadian industry which depends laigdy 
on selling its goods on the world market 

This, then. Is the cfaaUenge r'anaHa miito^ meet 
In the immediate future. But it can only be met suc- 
cemfully if Canada increases her overseas trade by 
producing goods which can be sold in the intenmtiona] 
markets at competidva prices. 

If our national government and Canadian fndUF* 
try can adapt themselves to meet thU objective, and 
our youth is offered the opportimtty of sctendflc 
training ixDgnms our nadon cannot help but go for¬ 
ward on this basis. 

But If our federal goverranent continuta to fol¬ 
low its pcrflcy of allowing the nation’s businesi to ba 
sidetracked by Inconsequential matteix. If our buri- 
neas and labor leaders continitf along thdr rniwit 
path of living for the pre sen t only, and If our pro- 
v«»al ^emments continue to ignore their reepon- 
BiblMiy in training and educating our youth to re¬ 
quired 30Ch century standards, our future as a coun¬ 
try is anything but bright.

The other kinds are all Ute In 
dying down, hence the Oregon, Wash¬ 
ington and B.C. grown bulbs become 
available In October while those im¬ 
parted from Holland seldom reach 
the local stores until November. 

It ti true that more Hly bulbs are 
sold and planted In the spring than in 
the fall, but- this is because the dealers 
and garden centres are geared to 
doing their peak business in the 
spring and find it easier to sell when 
the puMic'a gardening fever Is run¬ 
ning its highest temperature. 

Spring planting ta made poasible 
by modern paddng and refrigerated 
storage over the winter, and while 
these stored butfaa are in excellent con¬ 
dition and seldom fail to grow and to 
bloom. I can’t help but think there Is 
a decided advantage in the fall plant¬ 
ing of freshly-dug bulbs.
